Interesting Facts—The First Fire
Organization in Philadelphia—The
History of ite Formation—The Fire-
men Before the Revolution—-The
Companies in Existence Prior
to the Declaration cf Inde-
pendence—How and When
they were Organized.

Everything connected with the Volunteer
Fire Department ia of interest ai this time, and
particularly is this the case with its early
history. Itis an old imstitution dating away
back of the Revolution, at which time there
were nearly twenty companies in service. The
firgt company organized in Philadelphia was

THE UNION FIRE COMPANY.

In speaking of the canses which led to the
ettablishment of a Flre Department in Phila-
delphia, Thompson Westcott, in his listory of
Philadelphia, which {8 now being published
serially in the Sunday Dispalch, says: —

“The increase of fires in the city as the houses
became more numerous and closely built had
been for some time a matter of consideration,
and the minds of citlzens were gradually pre- |
pared for the adoption of some better system of
extinguishing them than had yet been possible |
under the authority of the corporation. This |
was done by the establishment of a voluntary
association of citizens on the 7th of December, |

796, which was called the Unlon Fire Com-
pany.” The first essay upon the subject of
fires and the best means of acting on such oc-
casions appeared in an article published in the
Penngylvania Gazette on the 20th of Decem- |
ber, 1783. Thls article, which most probably
indaced future action, was followed by another
in the enme paper on February 4, 1735, in which
the plan of a fire company was clearly described,

The writer says, '"As to our conduct in the
affair of extinguishing fires, though we do nol
want good hands or good will, yet we seem to
want order and method, and therefora I belleve
1 ecannot do better than to offer for our
imitation the example of 'y eity |
in a neighboring provinee. There
is, a8 I am well informed, a club or society of
active men belonging to cach fire engine, whose
businees is to attend all fires with it whenever
they happen, and to work it once a quarter and
to see it kept in order. Bome of these are to
handle the fire hooks and others the axes, which
are always kept with the eogine, and for this
service they are considered In an abatementj or
exemption in the taxes. In time of fire they
are commonded by oflficers appointed by the
law called Firewards, who are distinguished by
a red staff five feei long, headed with a brass
flame of six inches. * * * And disobedience
to these oflicers in anything at such times is
punished by a fine of forty shillings or ten days
imprisonment. These officers, with the men
belonging to the engines, at thelr quarterly
meetings discourse of fires—of the faults com-
mitted at gome and the good management in
some cases at others—and thus communieating
their thoughts and experience, they grow wise
in the thing and know how to command and to
execute in the best mauner upon every emer-
gency. Bince the establishment of this regula-
tion it seems there have been no great fires in
thot place, and I wish there never may be any
here.”

This idea was carried into execution, and of it
Beajamio Franklin in his autoblography says: —
“The utility of this institution soon appeared,
and many more desiring to be admitted than we |
thought convenlent for one company, they were
advised to form another, which was accordingly |
done; and this went on, one company being
formed after another, until they became so
numerous as to include most of the inhabitants
who were men of property, and now al the time
of writing this, thongh upwards of fifty years
since its establishment, that whick I first formed,
called the Union Fire (_,'u.-npﬂuy, still exi,r,m‘
though the first members ace all deceased but
myself and one who is elder Ly s year than
Iam.”

In order to show the objects and methods of
operation by this fire company, which gave rise
to the Philadelphia Fire Department, we sub-
join some extracts from the articles of aszocin-
tion:—

Articles of the Union Fire Company of Phila- |
deiphia, originally formed Dee. 7, 1735, |

I, That we will, each of us, ut his own proper |
charge, provide six leather buckets and two
Lags; the bags to be made of good ozenbargs
or wider linen, whereof each bag shall contain
four yards at least, and shall have a rucolog
cord near the mouth, which said buckets and |
bags shall be marked with their names, re-
spectively, and company, and shall be kept |
ready at haud, and shall e applied to no other
uge thanp for preserving our own and our fellow

citizens' houses, goods, and effects in case of
fire ne aforeeaid,

I1. That if any of us shall neglect to provide
his buckets and bags as aforesald, or when so
provided ehall neglect o keep them ready for
the uses hereln mentioned, or shall apply them
for any other purposes, he shall forfeit and pay |
into the clerk for the time being, for the use of
the company, the sum of oneg-eighth of a dollar
for each bucket or bag misapplied or wanting,
exwlpt any of them happen to be lost at a fire.

I1I. That if any of the buckets or bags so
marked as aforesaid shall be lost or damaged
al any fire, the same sball be supplied or re-
paired out of the stock of the company within |
four months afier such logs or damage. |

1V. That we will all of us, upon hearing of
Fme breaking out, immediately repair to the |
scene with at least one-hall of our buckets |
and bags, and there exert our best endeavors
to extinguish such fire and lpreeer\'u the effects
of such of us as may be in danger. And if
more than one of us shall be In danger at the
same time, we will divide ourselves, with the
remalnder of our buckets and bage, as nearlv
as may be to be equally helpful. And o pre-
vent suspiclous persons from coming into or
earrying any goods out of such houses as may
be in danger, two of our members shall con-
slantly attend at the doore uniil all the goods
and efects that can be saved are packed up
and carried Lo a place of safety, And upon hear-
ing the ery of Fine In the unight-time, we will
immediately cause sufficiont nghui to be distri-
buted ko such parts of such of the houses of
our compauny a¢ mav be thought in danger, in
order Lo prevent confuslon and enable their
friends to give them more spoedy and effectusl
asslstanee, And, moreover, as this association
is intereated for a general bepeflt, we do fur-
ther agree thal whenever a Fing bireaks out in
any partof the eity, though none of our honses, |
4 &, or £ffects may be in apparent dnuger: |
we will, nevertheless, repair thither with our
buckets and bags, as before mentioned, and give
our utmost asslstance Lo such of our fellow-eiti-
»ens a8 may stand in peed of it In the same
maunser a6 If they belonged to this company.

The remainlog article provided that there
should be eight meelings during the year, st
which each mewmber was (0 pay three shillings

for his share of “'the reckoving of the evening.”

Mr. Westeott further states that, besides Ben-
jamin Fraunklin, the following ecitizens were
members of the Upion Fire Company, viz.,
Ienac Pascal, Philip 8yme, Willlam Rawle, and
Samuel Powell, and that there is reason fora
belief that the house where this éngine stood
was in Grindstone alley, above Market street.

“In our chronicle of events we gave such par-
ticulars as are now kwown in relation 1o the
establlshment of the Unlon Fire Company, the
firet volunlary association of that character
formed in the city, and probably in the world.

“The number of members to which the Union
Fire Company were restricted was thirty, and
this complement being filled up in nbout a year,
a second cempany was formed, and its institu-
tion dated March 1, 1733, This assoclation was
named the

FELLOWSHII' FIRE COMPANY.

“In 1748 the members of the Fellowship Fire
Company were thirty-three in number., The fire
engine belonging to the company was placed in
a house on Secend street, on a lot belonging to
the Friends' Meeting.

“The fire companles established after the
Union slightly inereased the number of their
The Fellowship had thirty-five
the Hand-in-Hand, the Haart-in-
Hand, and the Friendship, each bhad forty mem-

bers.
THE DRITANNIA FIRE COMPANY

was probably established in 1750 or 1751. The
only trace that we have of its existenca iz in an
advertirement which gives a list of some articles
lost belopging to that company; this advertise-
ment appeared in April, 1758,

“All of these companies, with the exception
of the Britannia, were in service until the Rave-
lution, when the latter, possibly in consequence
of the unpopularity of its name, was discon-
tinued, In the year 1741, the Unilon, Fellos-
ship, Hand-in-Hand, and Hgart-in-Hand were
in full service, and made return of the coadition
of their apparatus, Including engine:, buckets,
ladders, bags, baskets, and ‘“‘hauses” (hose). Of
the latter, the Union had one of eighty feet, and
the Friendship one of one hundred and twenly
feet. Each of these companies had one engine,
except the Friendship, which had two. Tae
same company algo had two hundred and forty
buckets, n number only equalled by that in pos-
geeslon of the Union,”

THE OTHER COMPANIES PRIOR TO THE
LUTION,

lished between the latter year and the time of
the Revolution.

**Hibernia Fire Company, founded February 20,
1752, located on the corner of Second und Wal-
nut streets,

““Northern Liberty Fire Company, founded May
1, 1766; located on the northeast corner of Cable
lane and @allowhill street.

“Vigilant Fire Company, founded January 2,
1760; emnpposed locatlon, east side of Second
street, below Vine.

“King George III, afterwards Delaware,
fouoded March 21, 1761; supposed loeation, on

' Water street, below Arch.

“‘Jueen Charloite, afterwards Fame Fire Com-
pany, founded Maych 20, 1764; located on north
glde of Cherry street, below Fourth street.

“American Fire Company, founded before De-
cember, 1764,

"8un Fire Company, founded Febraary 23
1765; location not known.

“Crown and Beaver Fire Company, founded
betore March, 1765; loeation not kuown.

*Cordwalner Fire Company, foumnded before

' February, 1700; location not known.

“New Market Fire Company, founded March 1,
1704; located at the north end of Lhe market at
Second and Pine streets.

*Amicable Fire Company, founded August 7,
176%; located on Fifth street, above Market.

“‘Neptune Fire Company, founded January 17,
1774; located on Race street, below Third.

“The Hibernla Fire Company was founded at
a meeting, beld at Evans' tavern, by Hugh
Donaldson, Randle Mitchell, Walter Shee,
8amuel Wallace, Abram Usher, Willlam Henry,
Plunket Fleeson, Willlam West, John Johnson,
John Fullerton, Robert Taggart, Benjamin Ful-
ler, George Bryan, James Fullerton, James
Mease, James Huldane, James Hunter, Blair
MecClenachap, John Mlitchell, George Fullerton,
George Campbell, Samuel Daffield, Bharp Delany,
Edward Batchelor, Willinm Alison, William Bur-
rall and Willlam Miller. To these members
were added, before 1770, James Caldwell, John
White, Henry HIll, John Mease, John Boyle,
Frapcls Nicholas, John M. Nesbit, James Craw-
ford, David H. Coryngham, George Hughes,
Michael Morgan O'Brian, Robert Morris, John
Brown, and Jokn Nixon. Nearly all of these
gentlemen were merchauts or tradesmen, and
scveral of them afierwards became consplenous
in public afisirs, capecially duriug the Revolu-
tionary war."

THE NORTHERN LIBEKTY FIHE OOMPANY.

Peter Thompson, in the year 1700, kept store
at the sign of the Hand and Pen, in Race streei.
Nathaniel Brown was a whipmaker, aftorwards
a surveyor, aud also, during the Revolution, a
wagon-master, and a wagon-major in the Quar-
termaster’s Department. After the Revolution

he kept the Leopard Inm, on Market street, j

and, subsequently, the Hanling of the Fox, on
Arch street, above Sixth. Jeremiah Smith kept
the famous tavern on Front street, above Arch,
known as the Quneen of Hungary. Charles
Lyon was a merchant. Martin Ashburn kept
the upper ferry at Arch street wharf. Abram
Carlisle became a member before the Revolution,
and suflered Curing that contest the fate of o
traitor.
KING GEONGE 1IT FIRE COMPANY.

“The King George the Third Fire Company
originally consisted of the following membera:
Willlam Fairies, Isaac Coats, Charles Law-
rence, Conrad Beech, Richard Wood, Joseph
Hill, Jacob Bright, Andrew Shafier, Robert
Elton, Matthias Abel, James Cooper, Thomas
Brookes, Francis TForster, Willlam Bywater,
Christopher Ludwick, George Button, Rudolph
Bonner, John West, Jonathan Biles, Griflith
Vaughan, Benjamin Worthington, Robert Tat-
nall, Henry Casdorp, Johin Whiteall, William
Wells, Willlam Palmer, Henry Bunner, Lane

Browne, and William Balsbury. These were all
respectable business men. Christopher Lud-
wick, a baker during the Revolutlon, obtained
the soubriquet of Baker-General, from his ser-
vices in supplying the army with bread.

QUEEN CHARLOTTE FIRE COMPANY.

“The Queen Charlotte Fire Company was
originated at a meeting held at William Clamp-
fer's, at which Jacob Maag was President and
John Willinm Hoffman was elerk. The original
members were Thomas Meyer, George Adam
(Gaa), Philip Ulrich, Casper Graff, Louls Weias,
Matthew Labolt, David Shaifer, Jacob Graff,
Jacob Chryetler, Barnard Lawerswyler, Martin
Fisher, Philip Will, Dietrich Rees. The original
number of members was thirty. The company
obtained ladders previous to the vear 1764, when
a new fire engine was bollt by Richard Mason,
It waus placed in a house on the north side of
Cherry street, ‘between the Lutheran school-
house and Thomas Tuston’s," which was east of
Fourth street. The names of the members of
this company are all German, aud, from the fact
that they obtained ground adjoining the Luthe-
ran school-house, it is proboble that most of
them were members of Zion or of 8t. Michael's
Lutheran Congregation,

REPTUNE FIRE COMPANY,

““The Neptune Fire Company was formad al ‘-

tecting themselves from the ravages ol
They were situated at a copsiderable distance
from the fire apparatus of Philadelphia, and the
roads at the time were frequently so bad
that no asgistance could have been derived from
the cily fire companies. It was therefore re-
solved to form three separate fire divisions in
Germoantown and its neighborhood, and the

| fire companies which were formed were called

the Fellowship, of the Upper ward; Fellowship,

of the Middle ward: and Fellowship, of the

Lower ward. Bubscriptions were taken wup
to purchase apparatus, and money enongh was
collected Lo gend to England for three hand fire
engines, bul by some misfortune the order was
not fully completed. When the engines ar-
rived, one was sent to Germantown: but of two
others, one wenl to Bothlehem and the other to
Irapkford. The companies afterwards received
their apparatus, however. In subsequent years,
the names of the three companies were changed
as follows:—That of the Upper ward, instituted
March 1, 1764, was named the Franklin Fire
Company; that of the Middle ward, instituted
Marech 5, 1764, was named the Washington Fire
Company; and that of the Lower ward, insti-
tuted February 20, 1704, was named the Colun-
bia Fire Company."
